1 $)(£,]&(£%%) it is neceflary that the moft effectual Meafures Preamble, 
fliould be taken for augmenting His Majefty’s Regular Forces, 

and it is therefore expedient to allow a certain Proportion of the 
Militia in Ireland to enlift into His Majefty’s Regular, Forces, under cer- 
tain Provifions and Reftritftions, and to enable His Majefty to accept the 
Services of the Men fo voluntarily inlifting ; 

May it therefore pleafe Your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enabled ; Sntl he It CnaftCb by the KING’S Moft Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Conlent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament aftembled, and by the 
Authority of the fame. That it (hall be lawful for His Majefty, by any H-sMajefiy 
Order or Orders fignified by the Lord Lieutenant .or other Chief Governor ^egimern-sof 
or Governors of Ireland for the time being, or his or their Chief Secretary, the- Regular 
to name and appoint fuch and fo many Regiments of His Majefty’s Regular wS Militia 
Forces as His Majefty (hall think fit to receive Volunteers from the Militia Me . nma y

And be it further Enafted, That fo foon as the Number of private Men 
to be enlifted from any Regiment lhall have been afcertained in manner 
by this Aft direcfted, the Commanding Officer of fuch Regiment is hereby 
required to difcharge all fuch private. Men fo to be enlifted from the laid 
Miiitia, and every fuch private Man fo difcharged as aforefaid lhall 
if approved by the Officer to be appointed for that purpofe, immediately 
thereupon belong to the Regiment into which he lhall declare his in- 
tention to enlift, if he lhall have enlifted into any Regiment' of His 
Majefty’s Regular Forces lpecified by His Majeftv, in which he may have 
been allowed by His Majefty’s Orders t 9 enlift, or (hall belonv as an 
.enlilted. Soldier to His Majefty’s Forces, and lhall be immediately °altefted 
for fervice in fuch Regiment, or in His Majefty’s Regular Forces, as the ■ 
cale may be, and lhall (as focn as conveniently may be) be transferred to 
fome Officer of ftich Regiment, or fuch Officer of His Majefty’s Regular 
Forces as His Majefty may have appointed to receive Men enlifted under 
this Aril.

or to enlift under this Aft, who .lhall have brien in confinement, or who 
lhall have been fentenced to any punilhment, by any Court Martial for

•the Regiment in which he fliall originally have enlifted to ferve, and in no Regiment in 
other Regiment whatever; and no Perfon enlifting in any fuch Regiment, lifted! units' 
'fhali on any account or pretence whatfoever be drafted into or ferve in any firiuiifcharg- 
other Regiment, whether fuch Perfon fliall confent to his being fo drafted ieie rom ’ 
or not, unlefs in every fuch Cafe, the Perfon fo contenting to ferve in any 
other Regiment, other than the one for which he fliall have fo enlifted as 
*3 aforefaid, fliall have been firft wholly and abfolutely difcharged from all 
Service whatever in the Regiment in which he lhall originally have enlifted 
as aforefaid, and fliall thereafter have voluntarily enlifted into fuch ether 
Regiment as aforefaid. 

And be it further Enabled, That it fliall be lawful for His Majefty, by Kis Majefty 
any Order to be fignified at any time by the Lord Lieutenant or other orders for the 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, or his or their execution of 
Chief Secretary, from time to time, during the execution of this A 61 or Governors' 5 
•any part thereof, to give fuch Orders and Dire6lions to the Governors or a|ld f om - 
Deputy Governors of Counties, or to the refpedtive Colonels or Com- officers? 
manding Officers of any Regiments of Militia, as His Majefty fhali from 
time to time think expedient and neceffary for the execution of this A61 ;
